On hearing a short blast 
of tho whistle they were to hold their 
position while tiro Instructor ehowed 
them what they ought to do when in 
that position. Each pair were on the 
mat for three minutes, although some 
mon wero heard to declare that tho 
timekeeper'* watch waa nota 
one. The men found this p 
Interesting and Instructive, besides 
stirring up a feeling of competition, 
which cannot be done by any course In 
gymnastics. 

After each pair had had their prac- 
tice. Mr. Smith, taking Adams as an 
example, went an to show tho mothpd 
of ■procedui'c In wrestling. i n this 
workout the Instructor kept up a stcary 
flow of advice to the men sitting 
around as to what-they should do If the 
holds which Adams was applying to 
him were applied to them. After work- 
ing time for about five minutes, Mr. 
Smith considered that ho had shown 
tho men enough for one night, so Uie 
mat was left open for practice bouts 
again. 

These bouts lasted three minutes, 
and the men showed that they wero at- 
tempting to praotiso the holds and 
throw which Uiey had Juet seen.

' -jj "Wo have subjected our briquettes 
£ to the most rigid tests with completely 
' e&Uafaotory results. We havo soaked 
these briquettes In water, put them in 
cold storage, thawed them out, ami 
frozen them again, and they stood all 
these tests. They can be piled in the 
•open without any prjtcctlon and with- 
out Injury. These briquettes, while 
made of lignine, are Hlrrvly anthracite, 
because the wholo composition of tho 
coal haj been chanced. It takes two 
tmiH of lignite coal to moke one ton of 
brjqtielU-i'. We drive off , the gasc<i 
which make lignite coal sd smoky and 

. • sooty; wo ovaporatc nil the water and 
the completed product ran he xhlpped 
anywhere und used for any purpose 
for »vhlch anthracite coal would be

OXFORD AM) CAMBRIDGE. 

Oxford and Cambridge aro by no 
means behind in the present universal 
boom in higher education. Altogether 
there are about' 8000 undergraduates 
at tho two universities, and at Oxford 
tho academic limits havo had to bo 
Increased from 1% to 3 1-3 mile» from 
the centre of the university In order 
to lna-cngo the accommodation out- 
side tho college walls. 

There are many conjectures goluz 
around as to the composition- and 
scope of the Royal Commission which 
is to be formed to inquire into tho 
matter of- increased financial aid from 
the 'state. It is rumored that Mr, 
Asqulth will preside over it, and- bis 
appointment would bo welcomed, not 
on!>- on account of his betng a dis 
tlnguiahed Oxford man h,ut because 
of his unique knowledge of public 
finance. 

At Cambridge the new term begins 
Tvlth many events of public Interest, 
Honorary degrees aro to be conferred 
on the King ot Italy, Viscount Jelll 
coe, Vice-Admiral Sims ond other pro 
minent men. Prince Albert and 
Prince Henry have already come into 
residence, being entered as members 
of Trinity.

AN ENGLISH HOTEL IN PARIS. 

As carry a«i 179S there existed ah 
English hotel at Paris. It was owned 
by a man named White and was, situ- 
ated opposite' the Church . of Notro 
Dame- des Victoires.. Its chief clientele 
was drawn from tho English Liberals 
of tho day, who wcro attracted to Paris 
by the British enthualcsm for the 
French Revolution. For, aa a writer

was amazed at Ijie flashing develop- 
ments In France." Among the noted 
guests there lodged was Tom Paine, 
author of the "Ago of Reason." Lord 
Fitzgerald wrote homo of him: "Wo 
breakfast, dine and sup logother. The 
moro I sec of his inner self, the, more 

lovo and respect him." The hotel is 
intimately concerned with the history 
of the Terror.' r4 ... . \ , .
